Scene first: 
A man peacefully fol­ 
lowing a legal and honest vocation in 
the “ City of Brotherly Ixvve,” 
Scene second: 
A howling mob at­ 
tacks him because lie is doing this. He 
is beaten into insensibility and a rope 
is brought and tied around his neck. 
Scene third: 
Just as he is being 
strung up a squad of police arrive and 
rescues him from his would-be mur­ 
derers. 
Being despoiled of their prey, 
the assailants rally and make a fur­ 
ious assault on the police, but 
are 
beaten off and forty of them are made 
subjects for the hospital. 
Supposing we follow up with other 
scenes, in our imagination, as the log­ 
ical sequence of such scenes as those 
mentioned above, and what will be the 
final one? 
Any one with a thimble 
full of brains can see at once that it 
would be one of absolute anarchy, dur­ 
ing which 
the 
French 
Revolution 
would be re-enacted in all its horrible 
details. 
W hj then should we 
have 
such 
scenes and why not enforce the law 
with all the power of its strong arm, 
instead of temporizing with criminals? 
So long as we do this, we will al­ 
ways be on the verge of an outbreak 
of lawlessness, and will always 
be 
traveling the broad way to criminal 
dominance. 
The only argument known to 
the 
leaders of mobs is that of fear. 
It is 
useless to reason with them in words. 
The logic of 
well-handled 
firearms, 
however, is very convincing to such 
cattle, but they must, before they will 
acknowledge that they are wrong, be 
satisfied that such arms are well load­ 
ed and are ready for action. 
Under 
such persuasion they at once become 
good and docile citizens, ready to ob­ 
serve all the requirements of the law, 
but under no other circumstances will 
they do it. 
When we learn to meet, 
lawlessness with a resistance that in­ 
spires actual personal fear it will sub­ 
side. but not until then. 
It exists ev­ 
erywhere and awaits only the oppor­ 
tunity to make itself known. 
Sooner 
or later that opportunity will come to 
every community. 
The thing to do is to so fortify the 
executive branch of government, local, 
state and national, as to meet that 
crisis when it comes in a manner to 
strike terror into the hearts of evil 
doers.
